There arc approximately 4 100 nation- 
al banks in the country, and a supply 
I ol money ia kept on hand for every 
one of them 

It is the intention of the govern- 
ment, after the new vault ia ready, to 
greatly increase the supply of bank 
notes on hand. An order to this ef- 
fect has been sent to the Bureau ot 
Hngraving and Printing, which is 
enlarging its capacity. In limes 
when money is scarce the demands on 
the issue division of the Treasury De- 
partment are great Under normal 
conditions the division sends out sup- 
plies ol notes to 200 banks each day 
In 1893, during the panic, there was 
a sudden demand on the division lo> 

|4o,ooo,<oo in notes, but as there was 
not more than $5 000 o o on hand, the 
banks had to wait from thirty to six- 
ty days This caused a great hardship 
to the banks interested, and the de- 
partment has tried to obviate this cor 
dit o 1 since. None ol the branks can 
get the notes in lots ol less than $500, 
and the shipments average from $5 - 
000 to $50 o 10 tor each bank.

He qnit school at the 
age ol lourteen. Van Bnren was the 
founder ol American politics of the 
Quay and Tammany kind. He was 
the first New York man elected Presi- 
dent. Van Bnren was a close deciple 
of Jackton, whom he succeeded, and 
bis administration was scarcely leas 
disastrous to the business interests of 
the country. 

William Henry Harrison, when a 
a young man, began the study of med- 
icine, but gaave it up to become a sol- 
dier. He became lamous as the hero 
of Tippecanoe, and did distinguished 
service in our war with England, 
known as the war of 1812. Harri- 
son, like each oi his predecessors, ex- 
cept Van Bnren, ol Ntw York, and 
the the two Adamses, of Massachu- 
setts, was a Virginian.

John Tyler wis tbe first man whom 
the accident of death raised to the 
Presidency. He was elected Vice-
